On the weekend of February 4-6, Mr* Brad Bogart, Explorer Advisor of Post 90G9, 
took 3 teenage boya and Z teenage girls, ages 15*17, and 3 younger children, 
ages 12-13, on a camper trip. The trip was made in a converted milk truck made 
into a camper, owned by Mr, Bogart. 

Mr. Bogart refused to let the children set up tents, insisting they must sleep in 
the camper truck; although the younger children were not allowed in the camper 
truck. 

Mr* Bogart had fed the 5 older children brandy and after a while proceeded to 
undress ^MW i age 15, daughter of Mrs* MBW^BE^j BBBBfrg^ 15, daughter 

of Mrs.^^HI saw Mr. Bogart fondling and handlings Kleft the truck and 
slept in a sleeping bag with her boyfriend. Apparently, same thing happened 
w i th VHHHH nd boyfriend. 

Mr. Bogart brough^MB^^ack to tfie cit y w ith him on Saturday , February 5 
because he had to go to work, but took her back to the campsite on Saturday 
evening* 

All five older children were under the influence of liquor and were frightened by 
Mr. Bogart. The girls would not speak of this until strongly questioned by us 
(the two mothers) when we sensed that something was wrong. 

On previous outings, boys and girls have been drinking and sleeping together on 
campouts* Explorer meetings, held during the week, usually last until 12 midnight*
